It is charged 
by reason of the conduct of and oper- 
on of those stores other merchants, prop- 
erty owners and tradesmen are greatly in- 
area and the value of property depreciated. 
t is further charged that a class of em- 
ployes consisting mainly of minors is em- 
ployed in these stores, thereby preventing 
adult persons from obtaining and being 
employed in the usual and proper occupa- 
tions for which adults should be employed. 
It is also claimed that maintaining and con- 
ducting these stores is injurious to public 
morality, and causes general and wide- 
spread injury in various ways.“ 

The resolution then calls for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate to investigate the charges 
set forth and any other matters which may

Three Whites and Nine Negroes 
Killed at New Orleans.

FEARFUL RIOT ON THE LEVEE, 


Striking Screwmen, Armed With Guns, 
Attack the Blacks Who Had 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 12.—The de 
termination of the striking ‘longshore- 
men to prevent at any cost the imported 
Galveston negroes from taking their places, 
culminated this morning in a conflict in 
which three white men and probably 
ten negroes lost their lives and many 
others were wounded. 

The levee front from Louisiana avenue 
to Mandeville street is in the hands of an 
armed mob. The police with their scattered 
numbers are powerless and unable to cope 
with the armed workingmen. 

The white men are completely in 
control of things, and have declared that no 
negro shall apear upon the levee front. 
As a result of this, all work on the levee is 
practically at a standstill, while not a negro 
can be seen among the shipping. 

KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

Of the ‘killed or fatally wounded three ere 
whites. Their names are: 

JULES A. BARRIBBEN, a shoemaker, 
instantly killed; shot through the head. 
He had nothing to do with the riot. 

J. A. BAIN, purser on the British steam- 
ship Engineer;.shot three times through the 
head and will die. 

ROBERT BROOKS, a white screwman{ 
shot through the head and will die. 

The exact number of killed and wounded 
among the negroes cannot be ascertained. 

In the first riot two unknown negroes 
were shot through the head. They jumped 
into. the river and were drowned.

Many were armed 
with pistols, Winchester rifles, while others 
carried clubs and the hooks used in their 
work.

Look where 
they would, the negroes saw pistols and 
heard the reports as the revolvers were 
discharged. 

Bach man ran in a different direction, and 
the poor creatures seemed panic-stricken. 

Those in ta crowd of whites who were not 
armed with revolvers picked up stones, 
clubs and other improvised weapons and at- 
tacked the crowd of negroes. The rioters 
had full sway and they exercised it with- 
out stint. Not until every negro had fied did 
the white men desist, 

It was then found that Joe Collins, Thos, 
Collins and an unknown negro had been 
killed and two unknown negroes wounded. 
They were taken to Charity Hospital. It is 
reported that they both died. 

THE MAYOR AT THE SCENE. 

Mayor Fitzpatrick hurried to the scene as 
fast as possible and directed the police 
officers. Acting Superintendent Journee 
also arrived. The Mayor was very much 
disappointed when told that there were no 
arrests made. He called the police together 
and told them in firm tones that whenever 
they saw a man fire a shot to get mat man 
at all hazards. Continuing, he said: “You 
men walk along the wharf and if you see 
anyone who took part in the shooting ar- 
rest him.“ 

The negroes fired upon were in the em- 
ploy of Stevedore Geddes of the Harrison 
line of steamers. It is said that the reason 


there was not a sufficient force of police-} 


men on hand was that the hour to begin 
work was 7:30 o'clock, and the police had re- 
ceived orders to report at that time. As 
it was there was only a handful of men 
on the scene at the time of the shooting. 
THE GOVERNOR CALLED ON. 

The entire police have been called to the 
levee. Gov. Fowler has been telegraphed 
to and it is reported the militia have been 
ordered to keep themselves in readiness.

The entire front is in a turmoil. Another 
riot may be expected at any moment. 

The bodies of the men killed at Jack- 
son Square are at the Third Precinct Sta- 
tion, while the bodies of others are at the 
Sixth Precinct Police Station. 

There were eight negroes who went to 
the Charity Hospital this morning after 
being fired upon by the white and colored 
screwmen at the head of St. Ann street to 
have their wounds attended to. 

Several only received slight wounds, which 
Were promptly dressed and they left at 
once for their homes. One of these was 
Robert Aitkens, residing on South Rampart 
street, near the Illinois Central road. He 
received four wounds, the bullets being of 
small caliber. 

Two were in the forehead, over the right 
and left eyes, one in the left arm and two in 
the Tight arm. 

THE WOUNDED MAN'S STORY. 

The wounded man stated that he was talk- 
ing to the purser of the steamship Engineer, 
J. A. Bain, when without warning a number 
of shots were fired at him, the shooter be- 
ing almost seventy feet away. 

The fog was so thick he could not identify 
any of those who did the shooting. Before 
he could make a single move he was shot 
five times. Purser Bain was shot at the 
same time. He immediately ran on board 
the vessel, while the purser fell where he 
was shot. Aitkens stated as soon as the 
firing began there were a number of police- 
men between the rioters and himself and 
Purser Bain, and they immediately fell flat 
on their stomachs behind the cotton bales. 

Whea questioned every officer declared 
that he had not been detailed on the levee 
until after 8 o'clock. Although looking 
Me a target, Aitkens injuries are not such 
as to confine him to his bed. 

Leonard Melard, a scale hand in the em- 
ploy of J. E. Delaney and Tesiding at the 
corner of Bienville and Delta streets, was 
at noon lying with a bullet in his brain, 
in the Charity Hospital and slowly dying.

‘MR. OLNEY’S ARGUMENT. 


He Speaks for the Validity of the In- 
come-Tax. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The proceed- 


ings in the income tax cases in the Supreme 
Court to-day opened with argument by At- 
torney-General K on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment ‘for the validity of the tax. The 
court-room inside the bar was crowded, and 
there was no time when the limited capacity 
of the spot was sufficient to accommodate 
the audience, 

1 . Olney began by saying that the chief 
interest.of the Government in the litigation 
was limited to the constitutional questions 
which the several plaintiffs allege to be in- 
volved. Whether they are really involved 
he would not attempt to determine. An ex- 
amination of the plaintiffs’ bills and briefs 
and arguments seemed to him to show 
many of the alleged objections to the val- 
idity of the income tax are simply perfunc- 
tory in character. 

They are taken pro forma—by way of 
precaution—because of the possibility of a 
point developing in some unexpected con- 
nection, and just as a good pleader, be his 
knowledge of his case and of the pertinent 
remedies ever so thorough, never fails to 
wind up with the general prayer for other 
and further relef,’’ he said. No time need 
be spent in discussing the averments that 
the income tax law is an invasion of vested 
rights or takes property without due pro- 
cess of law. The propositions are pure gen- 
eralities, and if there is anything in them, 
it is because they comprehend others which 
are only the real subjects of probable dis- 
cussion. 

“Again, suppose it to be true that the 
income tax law undertakes to ascertain 
the income of citizens by methods which 
are not only disagreeable, but are infringe- 
ments of personal rights. The conse- 
quencé is not that the law is void, but 
that the hotly denounced inquisitorial 
methods can not be resorted to. The like 
considerations apply to the objection that 
the law is to be pronounced void because 
taxing the agencies and instrumentalities 
of the Governments of the several States. 
It has not yet been definitely adjudicated, 
and it is by no means admitted that the 
income of State and of municipal securi- 
tles is not taxable by the United States, 
when assessed as part of the total income 
of the others. 

“If I am right in these observations,“ he 
continued, the Constitutional contention 
of the plaintiffs simmers down to two points. 
One is that the income tax is a direct tax 
and must be imposed according to the rule 
of apportionment, and the other is based 
upon the aMeged violation of the Constitu- 
tion with regard to uniformity.’’ 

He declared that whether an income tax 
is what the Constitution describes as a 
“direct” tax is a question as completely 
concluded by repeated adjudications as any 

uestion can be. It is not a direct tax within 
the meani of the Constitution unless five 
concurring judgments of this court have all 
been erroneous. Speaking on another point 
raised by the appellants ,he said no land tax 
is aimed at or attempted by the statute— 
there is no lien on land for payment—and 
the whole scope and tenor of the statute 
show the contemplated subject of tax- 
ation to be personal-property and to be 
nothing else. —

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CLEARING-HOUSR CHARGES. 


Exchange Will Be Insisted Upon for 
Country Checks. 

As announced in Monday’s 6 o'clock edi- 
tion of the Post-Dispatch the St. Louis 
Clearing-house decided at its meeting at 4 
o’clock Monday to rescind the order re- 
quiring local banks to charge at the rate 
of 50 cents per $1,000 for New York and other 
exchange and to leave the collection of 
such charges to the discretion of individual 
banks. The question of charging for the 


collection of checks on interior points was 
taken up only in a general way and the rule 
as to making a charge for such collections 
will be rigidly maintained. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. W. H. 
Thomson, president of the Bank of Com- 
merce &nd of the Clearing House Associa- 
tion, said that, as a rule, the merchants of 
the city were with the banks in the matter 
of’ charging for country checks. The mat- 
ter was not one of sentiment, he said, but a 
legitimate business question. It 
amounted to whether the banks should take 
a check for $100, give face value to the de- 
positor and, after waiting a week, get $99.75, 
or whether the merchants should require 
their customers to send them either St. 
Louis, Chicago or New York exchange on 
which no one would lose anything. He 
thought perhaps a few firms might now be 
— accounts in Cliticago, but if so it 
was for private reasons, as the Chicago 
banks had in force identically the same 
rule as that in force in St. Louis, as had 
every other prominent city in the United 
States. The fact that drafts were cleared 
through Chicago proved nothing, as very 
frequently Illinois banks sent such paper 
through St. Louis banks when drawn on 
Chicago parties, that matter depending en- 
tirely on where the country banks kept their 
accounts. 

Mr. William H. Thom n, cashier of the 
Boatman’s Bank, told the reporter that he 
thought it was untrue that any number of 
firms were leaving St. Louis with their ac- 
counts in order to avoid the collection 
charges on interior checks. He showed a 
letter from a leading Chicago bank in which 
it was said that a number of letters had 
been received from St. Louis merchants 
asking them to take their accounts upon 
same terms as the St. Louis banks formerly 
did, but that this had been invariably re- 
fused, and the St. Louis men had been writ- 
ten that they would better confine their 
accounts to their own city and allow their 
banks to have an opportunity to make a 
little, or at least not lose it in the handling 
of their accounts. It was further written 
that the Chicago bank would support those 
of St. Louis all they could in this move, as 
it was considered that they had taken a 
o> in the right direction. 

he Chicago banker also wrote Mr. Thom- 
son that he would, as he came in contact 
with other Chicago bankers, urge the mat- 
ter upon their attention and request them 
to take a similar stand. He thought all 
conservative banks would do so. To quote 
from the letter: We certainly think the 
step taken in charging on outside items is 
a fair and proper one, and we only wish we 
could bring the Chicago banks into the same 
Ine.“ 

Mr. Thomson further said that at Mon- 
day’s meeting the Clearing-house Associa- 
tion had only acted on the rule of March 1. 
regarding the Eastern exchange question, 
and that the morning papers were in error 
in stating that any other change whatever 
had been made in schedule of rules and reg- 
ulations which went into effect March 1.

DISGUSTING SCENES ENACTED 


Chief Harrigan Intends Driving This 
Charactér of Sin Out of the 
City if He Can. 


A raid was made last night by Special 
Officers Danaher, Schoppe and Finn on an 
alleged massage bathhouse at 1215 Chestnut 
street. The proprietress and two other 
women were captured. 

The former gave her name as Mary San- 
ford, which is not her right name. The 
other two were registered as Lucilla Web- 
be and Alice Dunbar, which are not their 
right names either. The proprietress gave 
bond and secured her liberty, leaving the 
ether two to fight their own battled. 

Numerous complaigts have reached the 
police about this house. As in all such 
cases, however, the complainants refused to 
sacrifice their reputations by consenting 
to appear as prosecuting witnesses. 

To successfully make a case, the police 
resorted to sending a ringer, or stool 
pigeon,“ to be treated. These men are not 
regularly om the detective force, or they 
would probably berecognizedand they would 
simply be given a bath, with no salacious 
trimmings. This has happened more than 
once, and money has been spent to no use. 

The “ringer’’ on this occasion presented 
himself, and was ushered into the parlor. 
This is what followed, according to his 
statement: The house advertises female 
attendants, and three young women were 
present, from whom he was told to make a 
selection. 

This .preliminary accomplished he was 
ushered into the bath room. The attendant 
voluntered to assist him in disrobing. When 
he had cémpletely disrobed he was given a 
bath, the female attendant rubbing and 
kneading his flesh and muscles after the 
most approved massage methods. 

The bath was as complete as a mother 
gives her babe, even to the extent of the 
subject — powdered all over with a puff 
as a finishing touch. There was a bed in 
the bath room, and he was told he was at 
liberty to rest after the treatment. Shortly 
afterward the house was raided. 

The above is the ringer's“ story, but not 
all of it. He went into details which cannot 
be hinted at in a newspaer, embodying the 
most shocking refinements or rather de- 
parvities of vice. 

The proprietress of the house, a dash- 
ing blonde, wearin expensive jewelry, 
denies it in toto. She says she recently 
moved from 908 North Fourteenth street, 
and made the mistake of moving into a 
bad neighborhood. She declares that her 
house is eminently respectable; that she 
has a male attendant for male patrons, 
and that the arrest was prompted wholly 
by malice.

MR. DOCKERY’S VIEWS. 


He Says Oongress Kept Within the Lines 
of an Economical Administration. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—Mr. 
Dockery comes out to-day in a plain state- 
ment showing the condition of the revenues 
and expgnditures of the Administration. 
He says: 

“The income of the Government, includ- 
ing postal receipts, for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1894, was but $372,802,498.29, while 
its actual expenditures, including postal, 
amounted to 758.87, thus leaving a 
deficiency og $69,803,260.58. This deficiency 
in revenue subsequent to July 1, 1894, and 
prior to the beginning of this session of 
Congression, continued at the rate of about 
$4,000,000 monthly. Not only this, but the 
demands upon the Treasury became so ur- 
gent that the Administration issved $100,- 
000,000 of Government bonds to restore the 
gold reserve, and meet maturing obligations. 
This was the financial situation confronting 
the Fifty-third Congress at the beginning 
of the last session. The necessity for econ- 
omy was, therefore, obvious. 

March 3, 1893, I challenged the attention 
of the House to the fact that the chasm 
between income and liabilities was widening 
and suggested a speedy reduction in the ag- 
gregate of National expenditures; unless 
this was done there must be an increase in 
the bonded debt or an increase in the bur- 
den of taxation. The House has tried to 
avoid a bond issue by reducing expenditures, 
and while it has not accomplished all that 
could be done the Fifty-third Congress is 
entitled to commendation. The Fifty-third 
Congress has so far as practicable under ex- 
isting laws reduced appropriations to the 
necessities of an efficient, economical ad- 
ministration.“

John Walsh and John McManus 
Their Real Names. 


ARE NOTORIOUS CRIMINALS. 


Records of the Men and the Story in 
Detail of Their Capture Saturday 
Night by the Officers. 


The two men arrested Saturday night on 


suspicion of being safe-blowers, and who 
were found to have a complete set of safe- 
blowing tools in their possession, have been 
identified by Chief Desmond as two of the 
most notorious and desperate crooks of that 
class in the country. Both have interna- 
tional reputations. 
At the time of their arrest they gave the 
names of James Wesley and James Mur- 
ray, and until last evening have stoutly 
maintained that these were their true 
names. In looking through the Rogues 
Gallery last evening Chief Desmond came 
across a picture which he thought bore a 
striking resemblance to the man answering 
the name of Wesley. It was the picture of 
John Walsh, a well-known crook, who has 
done time a number of penitentiaries 
for burglary and safe An ny * He has only 
been eased a few months from the peni- 
tentlary at Sing Sing, N. X., where he 
served two years for robbing a bank safe 
fe. N. Y., in company with Uri 
alias Harry Carey. This robbe 
netted them $500 in money and $10,000 wort 
of Government bonds. 
In 1888 Walsh, alias John Whitney, in com- 
pany with a noted crook, named Joe Dollard 
visited England where they were soon con- 
victed of a burglary for which they each 
received a five year sentence. At the ex- 
piration of their term they returned to 
America and in February, 1888, were ar- 
rested in Richmond, Va., for robbing a jew- 
elry store in Norfolk, of $30,000 worth of 
stock. The crime was not proven against 
them, however, and they were given hours 
to leave the State Walsh then traveled 
under the name of John Ward. 

His identification is made the more com- 
plete by the finding of his picture and de- 
scription together with a full account of his 
career in a-scrap book of Chief Desmond’s 
which is made up of clippin from the 
Police Gazette and other similar publica- 
tions. In this book was also found the ex- 
act likeness of the other suspect who gave 
his name as Murray. The picture, however 
was that of a desperate criminal nam 
John McMann, who has m time to time 
during his career given the police in differ- 
ent cities no end of trouble. He was born in 
New York 27 years ago and accroding to his 
record has been a criminal from babyhood. 

The act which first brought him into 
prominence was ea, eg Post-office at 
Jackson, Miss., in 1884. He managed to se- 
cure bail on this charge and skip . Four 
years later he was convicted of robbing the 
safe in a jewelry store ‘at Bridgeport, 
Conn., and was sentenced to three years in 
the penitentiary. He has also operated in 
London and Paris, but has managed to es- 
cape punishment. He and Walsh are known 
to have been together in San Francisco. 

When the two men were brought before 
Chief Desmond and confronted with the evi- 
dence at hand thy first attempted to put 
on a bold front and denied everything. 
After being subjected to an hour’s “sweat- 
ing’’ they both weakened and admitted that 
they were the originals of the photographs 
and that the Chief had sized them up about 
right. They also admitted that the pub- 
lished records against them were true, but 
denied being wanted anywhere at present. 

Charles Barnett, alias Graham, who was 
arrested at the same time as an accomplice 
of the two men, is now thought by the police 
not to have any connection with them what- 
ever. According to their belief he is simply 
a skin“ gambler. 

The capture of the two.safe robbers is one 
of the most important made in St. Louis for 
some time, and it was due partly to luck 
and parce ta the clever detective skill of 
the officers who made the arrest. 

Saturd afternoon Chief Desmond was 
informed that a gang of dig mit,“ or confi- 
dence men were in the city and made the 
Lindell Hotel their headquarters. A descrip- 
tion of Barnett was all the officers had. He 
was d to be the leader of the oy Act- 
ing on this information Desmond detailed 
Detectives McGrath, eher, Thomas — 
cy, Walsh and Howard to investigate, and 
he told them if the story was true to bring 
the gang in. 

When the officers started out they had 
no idea that they would have anyone more 
desperate than confidence men to deal with. 
The detectives separated, McGrath and 
Kelleher going straight to the Lindell to in- 
vestigate, while Tracy, Haward and Walsh 
concealed themselves in a 
on Lucas avenue, between 
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against their breasts and commanded them 

to throw 33 their hands. The whole thing 

was so sudden that the men had no chance 
to resist, and were forced to submit. 

Walsh and McManus were both arraigned 


in the police Court this morning charged. 


with carrying concealed weapons and hav- 
ing burglar tools in their possession. The 
case of the former was continued until 
March 13 and that of the latter to March 14.

Cattlemen Ask a Retaliation on Foreign 
Countries. 


FORT WORTH,Tex., March 12.—The nine- 
teenth annual meeting of the Northwest 
Texas Cattle Association convened at 10 
o’clock this morning. It is the largest gath- 
ering of stockmen ever held in Texas. Five 


hundred and twenty came in on one train 
on the Denver last night, 450 on the 

Fe this morning. It is estimated that over 
5,000 are now in the city. Large delegations 
are here from St. Louis, Kansas City, Chica- 
go and Omaha. The meeting will continue 
two days. 

The following resolutions were offered and 
adopted by the convention: 

Resolved, That we, as producers and deal- 
ers in live stock in the State of Texas, thor- 
oughly, heartily and unevasively, without 
any reservation, commend and support the 
present rigid method of cattle and meat in- 
spection, which we believe is thoroughly 
enforced by the nts of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the United States 
partment of Agriculture. 

Secondly, resolved, That we insist upon 
the continuation of the said Governmental 
inspection, tagging and certification of all 
domestic animals intended for interstate or 
export trade, to the end that the whole 
world may be aranteed that the domestic 
animals of the United States are free at this 
time from all infectious, contagious or com- 
municatable diseases. 

Thirdly, resolved, That we demand of our 
Representatives in Congress that they en- 
act laws 8 as rigid inspection and 
certification by foreign governments of edi- 
ble commodities exported by them (wines, 
liquors, etc., inclusive) to the United States, 
as they require from the Government of this 
Republic, as to the wholesomeness and 
healthfulness of American cattle, swine and 
other products in whatsoever shape they 
may be exported. 

Fourth, resolved, That the President and 
Secretary of this meeting be, and are hereb 
requested to furnish these reso! 
our county papers, and also sene 
copies of the same to the United s 
partment of Agriculture. And further be it 

Resolved, That it is the sentiment of the 
meeting which es these resolutions that 
these demands Are non-partisan, and are 
made with the request that there will be a 
general concurrence of expression on the 
part of all the producers and dealers in live 
stock by counties throughout the country.

The outbreak of violence among the 
Strikers of New Orleans is greatly to be 
deplored and calls for vigorous repressive 
action. But worse than that was the 
riot in the Indiana Legislature at the 
close of the session. 

No plea in extenuation of the crime of 
the Indiana Legislators can be set up. 
It was a body charged with the making 
of laws. Its members were under pecu- 
liar obligations to set an example as law- 
abiding citizens. Their participation in 
a riot is a greater menace to the main- 
tenance of law and order than any pos- 
sible breach of the peace of which hood- 
lums could be guilty. 

The discredit of the outbreak was in- 
creased by the cause, which was a par- 
tisan fight over a petty office. The oc- 
currence enforces the lesson that for the 
preservation not only of purity of elec- 
tions but of the public peace the selfish 
and demoralizing spoils system must be 
eliminated from politics.

CAPITAL REMOVAL GUARANTEES. 


The Yeater bill, which has passed the 
Senate, requiring Sedalia to give ample 
security to guarantee her compliance 
with the contract for the removal of the 
State capital before the question is sub- 
mitted to the people, is a necessary meas- 
ure of protection, 

It makes it the duty of the Governor to 
determine whether or not the security is 
sufficient, and if in his judgment it is not 
sufficient, he must warn the people by 
proclamation, which would be equivalent 
to defeating the amendment. 

The wisdom of this precaution is appar- 
ent. It empowers the Governor to en- 
force a satisfactory carrying out of Se- 
dalia’s pledges. But it should be under- 
stood in advance that it will not be suffi- 
cient that a capitol building as good as 
the old building at Jefferson City be 
secured by removal. The principal ar- 
gument for removal has been the oppor- 
tunity it would afford to secure better 
State buildings. This expectation must 
be fulfilled in the pledges. 

The new Capitol, should the removal 
carry, will be the State House for at least 
a generation. It must be vastly better 
than the old Capitol, and in every way— 
in size, beauty of design, material and 
workmanship—worthy of the great State 
of Missouri. It should be the equal of the 
Capitols of Indiana, Illinois, Texas and 
other States of like rank with Missouri 
in the Union.

ELECTION REFORM, 

The Democrats of the Missouri Legis- 
lature will make a grave political blun- 
der if they permit themselves to be placed 
in the position of opposing a reform of 
election methods in St. Louis and Kansas 
City. They would also inflict a grievous 

ng upon the people of those cities. 

Experience has shown that under exist- 
ing laws it is practically impossible to 
hold an honest election in either St. Louis 
or Kansas City. The registration lists 
of both cities reek with fraud and the 
investigation mow in progress in the 
Wait-Anderson case has shown that 
fraudulent voting is easy and habitual. 

Either of the two bills now pending, 
one of which has passed the Senate and 
the other the House, would be a great im- 
provement upon existing methods. By 
comparatively slight changes in either of 
them an excellent measure of reform can 
be framed. 

The essentials of fair elections in cities 
are few and well defined. Independent 
precinct registration with the precincts 
small and compact is the most vital. 
Next in importance is a new registration 
for each general election, so as to prevent 
the accumulation of dead and removed” 
which furnishes the opportunity for float- 
ers and repeaters. The purging $f the 
lists by a non-partisan board is the third 
essential, With an honest poll list thus 
secured such safeguards should be 
thrown around the selection of election 
judges as will insure the honest casting 
and counting of the vote, and to this end 
the publication of the names of the men 
so selected for a considerable period be- 
fore election day is most important. 

The purity of the ballot must be main- 
tained. Any party that obstructs or 
trifles with eff@rts to secure it is doomed 
to defeat in Missouri. 8

Worth was a man of genius, and, like 
all men of genius, he dignified and en- 
nobled his work. He found dressmaking 
a trade and elevated it into a fine art. 
He was not content to make dresses to 
fit his customers’ needs and ideas, but he 
created costumes to fit an ideal of beauty. 
Bach gown was a distinct creation, a 
work of art into which entered all the 
factors of aesthetic taste, imagination 
and practical study which are necessary 
to the creation of a great painting or 
piece of sculpture. All the details of 
beauty of form, harmony of color and 
grace of drapery were carefully studied 
and applied. It cannot be said that 
Worth always improved on the works of 
nature which came to his hands, but he 
at least fitly adorned them and turned 
them into poetic pictures. He was a 
gown artist and in his line he was great.

The Sale of Intoxicants Should 
Be Placed.

PAPER READ BY DR. ABBOTT. 


Thinks Men Arrested for Drunkenness 
Should Be Turned Over to Phy- 
sicians for Treatment.

NEW YORK, March 12.—A paper was read 
last evening Dr. Austin Abbott, before the 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence at the 
Academy of Medicine, on the “Relation of 
the Medical Profession to Temperance Leg- 
islation.”’ 

Neither society nor medical science, Dr. 
Abbott said, was agreed as to whether or 
not inebriety should be treated as a dis- 
ease, but in spite of these differences of 


opinfen, it was generally admitted that in- 
ebriety could to some extent be treated 
as such. 

Starting on this hypothesis, he said that 
there were four things which commended 
themselves t6 the attention of the public 
and the Legislature: 

1. The entire administration of the law 
regulating the sale of intoxicants should 
be committeed directly to medical care. A 
man arrested for drunkenness should in- 
stead of being punished at once, should first 
be turned over to medical care to deter- 
mine whether his case was one calling for 
treatment as a disease or not. 

2. The whole traffic in intoxicants ought 
to be submitted to medical supervision, that 
adulteration and falsification might be pre- 
vented. 

3. The education of the — in the 

roper use of intoxicants should be sub- 
mitted to medical guidance. 

4. The method of sale ought to be aided by 
whatever light the medical science was able 
to give on the subject. 

Dr. Abbott did not propose to discuss the 
question from a moral or temperance stand- 
point, but he believed in submission to med- 
ical. science on the lines thus submitted 
opened up a new field for medical attention. 
Moral and legal suasion had been tried so 
often and repeatedly that their effect was 
fully understood. It was submitted that 
much treatment had to be done to remedy 
the evil of inebriety and it was but fair to 
give medical suasion a chance, 

The first step which might be taken is the 
stopping of all adulterations, and the pre- 
vention of the sale of patent medicines, that 
are but adulterated intoxicants.It was in the 
interest of labor organigations to promote 
moderation in the use of liquor, but their 
greatest difficulty was by the tendency of 
the working classes, like others to over-in- 
indulgence. The causes which make man 


vestigation, and it was the opinion that 
both crime and inebriety should first be sub- 
mitted to science to determine if they, in 
individual cases at least, were not really 
disease. Medical science, he added, ought to 
determine which of the four principal meth- 
ods of regulating the traffic of liquor were 
preferrable, licensing, as in this State; a 
tax without further restrictions, as in Ohio; 
prohibition, or Government monopoly. 

He thought, however, that he might 
venture to say t medical supervision 
would not lead to prohibition, as sicians 
like other sensible men, liked a little of a 
good thing. 

By consenting to the regulation of the 
sale of liquor on these lines, he said, the 
traffic would be taken out of politics and a 
more wholesome method substituted and 
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it was the concensus of medical opinion, 
that the traffic would be conducted in suc 

a way as would be to the best interest o 
the public.

There was an echo of the Simmons as- 
sault case last Tfarsday in Justice Harry 
Harmon’s court, the result of a rather 
unique suit brought by Mrs. Ella Turner 
against Dr. Simmons, who now stands sen- 
tenced to three years in the penitentiary 
for stabbing his book-keeper, John McBain, 
on June 21 last.

time, so that in many cities Custom House 
officials were forced to rent warehouses to 
store them, and in consequence of these 
conditions freight traffic was very largely 
affected on all lines. The same conditions 
affected passenger travel also. The World's 
Fair travel brought up the average, but not. 
at regular rates, a large volume of the busi- 
ness ing at excursion rates. 

UNEXPECTED FALLING OFF. 

In view of the conditions obtaining in 
1893 it was not expected that the Missouri 
Pacific system would show a falling off in 
gross earnings of over $2,000,000. The gross 
earnings in 1893 of the Missouri Pacific and 
Iron Mountain were $24,018,338.82, and in 
1894 ,800,645,97. The operating expenses in 
1893 were $13,257,167.99, but were cut down in 
1894 to, $16,483,475.91. 

The causes of this falling off last year are 
explained in President Gould’s report. They 
are due partly to local and partly to gen- 
eral causes. The e causes in the 
main were that the financial and com- 
mercial depression which began in 1893 con- 
tinued through a large part of 1894. It was 
not until fall that a general revival of busi- 
ness was manifested. Among the local 
causes were strikes of miners along the 
lines of the Missouri Pacific system, the 
sympathy strike of the American Railway 
Union and the drought in Kansas and Ne- 
braska, which reduced transportation of 
grain in bulk, what there was of the crop 
being used for home cctsumption or moved 
in small lots to local points.

Shortly after Voullaire arrived in Newark 
he visited Charles Hoecking in the county

Voullaire was 
well acquainted with Hoecking, for, ac- 
cording to the lice, they once occupied 
adjoining cells in prison. Hoeckin as 
served e = swindling and Voullaire for 
forgery. During one of his visits to the jail 
Voullaire was accompanied by the woman. 
He represented to Hoecking that the woman 
was wealthy, and told him that if he would 
furnish $3,500 to pay lawyer's fees and other 
expenses he would secure his release on 
bail. Hoecking said he had $12,000 in a New 
York bank. e took the proposition under 
consideration, and was still considering 
it when Voullaire was arrested. 

Detective Jackes, who had worked on the 
Hoecking case, had been shadowing Voul- 
laire on the strength of a notice from the 

olice of New York, that a fly“ man had 
eft that city to try to work Hoecking. 
Voullaire was watched day and night. 

VOULLAIRDE’S ARREST. 

Voullatre went Saturday night to Hil- 
bert’s saloon and, representing himself as 
a friend of Chief of Police Hopper, asked to 
have cashed a check for $15 drawn upon the 
State Banking Association to the order of 
“A. St. Claire” and signed George R. Par- 
sons. He said the Chief had sent him there. 

Hillbert was suspicious and told him that 
he would cash the check f he would call 
Monday. Hillbert then notified the police. 
Chief Hopper hardly expected the man 
would be foolish enough to visit Hillbert 
again, but decided to watch the place, and 
instructed Hillbert to cash the check if 
offered. Voullaire appeared yesterday and 
Hilibert cashed the check. oullaire was 
promptly arrested. On the sidewalk waiting 
for him was the pretty woman wearing a 
long sealskin sacque. She; too, was arrested. 
At police headquarters the couple were 
searched. The woman had in a pocketbook 
some blank checks of the First National 
Bank of Baltimore and two small vials con- 
taining fluid believed by the police’ to be 
‘knock-out’ drops. 

Voullaire was seen to hand the woman 
the pocket-book when he entered the sa- 
loon. She denied that she was Voullaire’s 
wife, and claimed to have known him only 
two weeks. She declined to give her real 
name or her previous address.

Voullali or “St. Claire,” as he now 
calls himself, is the man who several years 
ago furnished the Interstate Commerce 
Commission with information upon which 
several railroads were prosecuted for vio- 
lation of the interstate commerce act. He 
was then well-known in Baltimore and St. 
Louis. Later he turned up in New York, 
Where he was convicted Oct. 28, 1892, of 
forgery and sentenced to two and a half 
years in Sing Sing prison. 

Among Voullaire’s effects was found a 
newspaper clipping with the — of his 
arrest, trial and conviction before Recorder 
Smyth. The account said that he was ne- 
gotiating with some Western newspapers 
to furnish a story on discrimination in 
freight rates to large — — There was 
also found a letter from nator George C. 
Vest of Missouri to Roswell P. Flower, 
Governor of New York, dated Feb. 7, 1892, 
appealing for a pardon for Voullaire. The 
Senator said in the letter that Voullaire’s 
wife had called on him and asked him to 
make an appeal for her husband's pardon, 
claiming that she had three children and 
an ag mother dependent upon her for 
8 a 

he Senator said he did not know Voul- 
laire, but that he had known his father, 
who was a brilliant lawyer in St. Louis. 
Voullaire has been employed on & number 
of railroads, and while in the Tombs in 
New York, in 1891, he declared that Assist- 
ant District Attorney Weeks was delaying 
his trial to satisfy railroad officials, who 
were anxious to obtain documents which he 
had in a deposit vault in New York. ö 


According to Chief Ha n, Alphonse 
Voullaire never had any police record in 
St. Louis. The Chief remembers him as 
being a rather wild boy, but to his knowl- 
edge never did anything while here to 
bring him within the pale of the law. 
About twenty years ago his father, Sey- 
mour D. Voullaire, was one of the promi- 
nent criminal lawyers of the city, and at 
one time held the office of Circuit Attor- 
ney. Later he had some trouble with his 
wife, and she secured a divorce from him. 
She then moved to Lawrence, Kan., where 
she soon married ages: A year or two 
later her husband died under such suspi- 
cious circumstances that she was arrested 
on the charge of having isoned him. 
The trial created a profound sensation at 
the time. She was not convicted, and after 
her release she moved to New York City, 
where, Chief Harrigan sa he is. under 
the impression that she either committed 
suicide or was killed several years ago.

So they were not 
fixed for any such bullish” report. Shorts were 
badly alarmed and there was quite a scramble to 
buy at the opening that gave the market largely 
higher prices. The general run of market influences 
were bullish anyway. Fereigu markets were 
strong and most of them reported higher. Cables 
speaking of unfavorable weather and. damage to 
French crops were received. A cold wave for win- 
ter wheat sections was still on tap in the North- 
west. Receipts at Western winter wheat points 
were only 45,000 bu and of spring wheat at Duluth 
and Minneapolis had fallen to 278 curs. 

Clearances were right fair, from four ports being 
equivalent to 851,000 bu in wheat and flour, but 
Baltic shipments larger than week before.

In view of the fact that the Madison Turf 
Association chimed that the track would 
have been closed during the outlaw season 
were it not for the rent which would con- 
tinue, the above information will be of 
great interest. 

Comfort and Hambrick have plans for 
extending Madison into a _ three-quarter- 
mile track, and they may make it a mile 
affair. It is certain that while Comfort and 
Hambrick control {t the Madison track will 
not get into the possession of the outlaw 
crowd again. 

Under the management of the Madison 
Jockey Club or some other syndicate, it is 
believed the track will readily regain good 
standing with the Turf Congress. Mr. Com- 
fort stated Monday that it was possible the 
track would be fixed up and opened again 
April 1. If a 90-day racing law is decided 
upon in Illinois, the two tracks across the 
river can divide up the summer season in 
an equitable manner. The unexpected 
closing down of Madison and the prospect 
that the track will never again run as an 
outlaw course, has left the horse owners 
there in a sorry fix. Over 40 head of horses 
were attached Monday by the constables.

sioner is going to do with the milk bill, 
which was referred back to him about two 
weeks ago. It is the same measure, with a

r. James by request on April 27, soon after 
the veto of the Stone bill by Mayor Wal- 
bridge. This was a victory for the Post- 
Dispatch, which led the opposition to the 
unrestricted sale of skim- milk. On June 
15 the James bill was re without 
recommendation, and on June 23 it was re- 
ferred to Health Commissioner Homan. After 
an exhaustive examination by a special milk 
co n, Dr. Homan returned the bill 
Nov. 9, with numerous recommendations, 
Some of these recommendations were incor- 
wetter in the amendments made by ,the 

5 on Sanitary Affairs. Some were 
n 

The bill as it now stands places the inspec- 
tion and control of the sale of milk in the 
hands of the Health Department and City 
Chemist. The original bill left appointments 
to the Mayor. Two or more inspection dis- 
tricts with one or more inspectors in each 
are provided for, also a veterinary surgeon. 

The standards are whole milk not less than 
12 per cent solids, of which 2.8 per cent must 
be butter fat: skim milk not less than 9.3 
8 cent solids, of which one per cent must 

e butter fat; cream not less than 12 per cent 
butter fat. Milk ex s state that if these 
standards were legalized dishonest milk men 
could take from every 8-gallon can of whole 
milk sold to a hotel or restaurant or placed 
in its wagons for retail delivery over three 
pints of cream, or could add one gallon of 
water to every seven of milk. Further, it 
would legalize frauds practiced on honest 
dairymen by their drivers. 

To show how low the proposed standard 
for whole milk is, one Jalxy r of 
this city has for years furnished milk of 

per cent average standard, including 
3.25 per cent butter fat. The Health Com- 
missioner advocated a higher standard, 12.5 
for whole milk. 

The provisions of the bill allowing the sale 
of skimmed milk from the same wagon 
from which whole milk is sold are also con- 
sidered defective. The only safeguard is 
that the words “skimmed milk“ shall be 
marked on the vessel, can or as > from 
and in which such milk is sold. This would 
afford almost no protection at all. 

Other cities have found that the only way 
to prevent fraud is to compel the dairymen 
to sell skimmed milk from an entirely dif- 
ferent wagon. Some cities have adopted 
the device of compelling the dairymen to 
paste | a sticker with the words “whole 
milk,” “skim mik“ or “cream” on the 
customers vessel. 


CITY COUNCIL MEETING, 


A Number of Important Measures Con- 
sidered and Passed. 


In the City Council Mr. Gast introduced, 
by permission, an ordinance to abolish the 
office of market-master. Mr. Kotany’s reso- 
lution, strongly condemnatory of Park Com- 
missioner Fechter, who exceeded his appro- 


priation by about $7,000, was adopted. It is 
declared that this practice of disregarding 
the limits of appropriations furnishes proper 
ground for the removal of the offending 
officer. The temporary appropriation bill 
was laid over under the rules. 

The committee to whom was referred the 
Anderson bill to give the Edison, Missouri 
and Municipal Electric Lighting companies 
$100,000 and to relieve them of the obligation 
to pay 6 per cent of their gross incomes to 
the city in return for the release of the city! 
from. its indefinite obligation to assist in 
burying their wires, reported a compro- 
mise by whose terms the companies are to 
pay $25,000 cash and $7,500 a year during the 
term of their contract, in all $62,500, — tha 
subway territory is extended to Franklin 
and Cass avenues and Twentieth street. 

The committee stated that the companies 
had not yet r these terms, but it is 
believed they will do so. 

Mr. Ferriss presented a resolution, which 
was adopted, to retain counsel to push the 
city’s case in the event the compromise 
fails in this session, _ 

The retrenchment Hills were sent to en- 

ossment. The bill to relieve Delegate 

ruck in $446.77 was passed, Messrs. Nagel 
and Ferriss dissenting. The bill authorizing 
the Kings’ Highway Boulevard Syndicate | 
to construct a railroad was sent to engross- 
ment. Several claims and relief bills were 
defeated. 

The following bills were passed: Creatin 
a disinfecting division of the Health De- 
partment; to prevent minors from getting 
on street cars while in motion; to change 
the name of Cook avenue, between King’s 
highway and Union boulevard, to Ray- 
mond avenue, and to redistrict the city into 
assessment districts, making an additional 
district. 

Mr. Anderson, chairman of the committee 
sent to Jefferson City to secure justice for 
St. Louis in the matter of the insane asy- 
lum appropriation, reported that the Sen- 
ate committee had promised to give St. 
Louis a fair show. The committee was dis- 
charged with thanks. The Council adjourn- 
ed until Wednesday evening. 


Sunday School Union. 

The Sunday School Union held its regular 
quarterly meeting at the Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional Church Monday night. The Treasur- 
er's report for the three months showed: 
Receipts, $1,254.65; disbursements, $1,254.41. 
The Union is in debt $1,106, with no available 
assets, and a disoussion as to the best means 
of raising the money followed, but no action 
was taken. 

Reports were heard from the various com- 
mittees and an amendment to the constitu- 
tion passed, making the seven elective offi- 
cers of the union also members of the Ex- 
goutive Board. The meeting adjourned until
